How surnds the fact? Hat the Supreme 
Court so frequently declared the law* of 
Congress in conflict with the Constitution 
as to kfi'ord the President just ground for 
belief or hope even that the court will L 
so in a given instance? 

Ah' Then a President may wiih impu- 
nity refase to execute a law of Congress 
whenever be has a “just ground for be- 
liel that the Supreme Court will declare 
the law “in conflict with the Conritatioa.” 
Stick a pin iu this admission. 

Now what is a ‘just ground for belief ' 
that the court will deeiare a given law un- 
vonst.tutionai ? The frequency with which 
she court hat declared other laws uncon* 
Cituticuai, aaya Butler. Is this the only 
just grouna for such a jtelief? Kay, is 
this itsel: a “just ground ? We thiuk 
lot certainly it is not the only “just 
n-cund.' What ha* the action of the 
court resf^ctieg other law* to do with it* 
action respecting a given law? Very 
little, if anything. Nothing worth consid- 
ering. The idtw of Butler is in fact ab- 
surd. If the court has not declared other 
laws noconstituliocaU the fact affords a 
‘just ground fur belief” that they them- 
selves were constitutiocaL but not that a 
given law is, or that the court will so de- 
clare it. the given law sUods on iu own 
bottom. The only 'just ground for be- 
lief ' that the court will declare a given 
law- UBconstiiutional is the clear repug- 
nance ol the law to the Constitution and 
of this repugnance the President himself 
must be th( judge, as he would be the 
juiige of the “just ground’ which Butler 
specifies, which, however, turns out to be 
no “just ground at all But the ground 
that we have specified it undeniably a 
just ground.'* And we can imagine no 
other. Assuredly this it a jnst ground. 

If a President believes that a given law 
U clearly repugnant to the Consutution, 
be not only is juetified in believing that 
the court will declare the law BDConstitn- 
tionsL bat according to the theory of the 
government is bound to believe it; for the 
declaration of such repugnancy, when it 
exieu, belongs to the constitutional func* 
Gon of the court. He would not be jnstl- 
-d in disbelieving it. In disbelieving t^ 
be would insult a co-ordinate branch of 
the government by assuming that it was 
capable of a criminal dereliction of dutyi 
ey, be would actually make that insultiug 
BSSi.mpiioD the basis of his own criminal 
dcrelicuoo. Be is bound to believe it 
Here then is a ground of belief which 
beyond dispute is just. Iu justness Butler 
himself c*muot dispute; and he admiu 
that such a ground of belief might be 
‘some palliation if not justification to the 
Executive to refoee to execute a law in 
order to have iu constitutionality tested 
by the court, la this admission, he, ac- 
coidirgly, surrenders Lis case against 
President Johnson, supposing even that 
the President has refused “to execute a 
law in order to have iu constitutionality 
tested by the court.” 

Hut this the President has not done he 
has not refused to execute any law for any 
pnrpose. Far different is the real case. 
The President, at worst, has simply exe- 
cuted an ambiguous law according to bis 
own construction of it, which, be it ob- | 
served, is also the constraction put on the i 
law by the Senate in passing it, that Sen- ' 
ate, be it remembered, now called upon to | 
convict him of a high crime and misde- i 
meaner for aLpting the construction.

A Fact to bk Noted.— Bills of ex 
change on England made payable to the 
order of a woman are almost invariably 
returned if they are indorsed wiUi the 
prefix “Mrs.” by the person in whose fa- 
vor they are drawn, it being the law in 
England that, provided the prefix “Jlrs.' 
is used, it is not forgery for anyone to at- 
tach the name of a woman to a note or bill 
ot exchange. Bills of exchange should 
nc.t, therefore, he drawn in the name of 
the husband of a married woman, wi*h the 
prefix "Mrs , ’ ai.d to leave off the “.Mrs.”

ONE MORE UNFORTUNATII. 

DEATH OF A I.AFAYEITK hTUEKr CML’l! 

TE/.AN FKUM imU.NKE.SNE>«S. 

A courtezan, known as Nellie Breen, 
was found dead in her bed at the house of 
Mollie Baldwin, on Lafayette street, be- 
tween six and seven o clock yesterday 
morning. Her frail sisters state that 
Nellie tame home very drunk between 
nine and ten o'clock the night before, in 
company with a man who lives in the 
country. They retired to Nellie’s 
room, and during the night she went 
cut and procured some more whis- 
ky for her companion. He staid 
ail night, leaving tbe bouse at 6 or 7 
o'clock A. M. About this time tbe land- 
lady went up to Nellie s room for the pur- 
pose oi calling her to breakfast, w-heu .she 
was found dead aud the man gone. The 
Coroner u'dered a post-mortem examina- 
tion of tbe body, the result ot which will 
be made known at 10 o cluek tbis raoru- 
ing. to which time tbe inquest was post- 
poned. Enough is known, however, to 
warrant the conclusion tbat the woman 
died trom excessive drinking. She had 
been habitually under the influence of 
j liquor for several year>, and often he- 
lame so degraded that she could not gain 
j admittance into the vilest dens oi Lafuy 
' cite street. .She had also spent several 
! mouths in the city Work house. 

We Duderstaud that the deceased is a 
cative of Vincennes, Indiana, where her 
' parents now reside, and where she was 
married. Her right name is unknown to 
acy of her associates, she having stmlious- 
ly refrained from divulging it to any one. 
.She was about thirty years of age, and is 
said to have been quite intelligent until 

■ her faculties were blunted by dissipation. 

■ She leaves a son, twelve years old, with a 

■ Mrs. Smith, living in the country, who 
took him to raise. Nellie came here from 
Evansville about four years ago, and went 
into a house kept by Joe Lawrence, on 
Lafayette slreet, where she remained 
three years. Being expelled from this 
house fur continual drunkenness, she ob- 
tained a room in tbe house where she 
died.

As the plaintive services progressed, these 
devout American Catholics would rend 
tbe air with agonizing cries of sympathy 
tor the crucified Lord; the whole audi- 
ence, composed of thousands of persons, 
would be heard sobbing, aud tears be seen 
coursing down every cheek. Such are the 
( ffects of this touching ceremonial upon 
impressible minds!

Ak Improved Pewter. — This is prepar- 
ed by first melting two and four tenth 
parts of lead, and, after skimming it, ad- 
d:ng one part of tin, stirring the mixture 
continually with a wooden stick until it 
begins to cool. The alloy has the density 
(.19 64, and melts at .320 degrees Fahren- 
heit. It may be rolled cold, and the plates 
do not crackle when bent. It takes a 
good polish, and does not tarnish on ex 
pesure. 



INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND. 

The iHenticth report of the Trustees of 
the Kentucky Institution for the educa- 
tion cf the blind, has been laid upon our 
table. This interesting and prosperous 
school was founded by the Legislature of 
Kentucky, in the year 1812; and, under 
the management of its excellent Board of 
Tiubtecs, and its indefatigable Director, 
Mr. B lyce M. Patton, it has for more than 
aquaitcrofa century been conferring 
inestimable benefit upon tbe blind chil- 
dren aud youth of Kentucky and other 
Wcbtern end South western States. 

'J'he number of pupils during the ses- 
sion that terminated in December, 1867, 
wassixty five— sixty-three from Kentucky, 
and two from Indiana. Its pupils, at the 
present time, are from four States. 

' The sanitary condition of the Institu- 
tiori has, from its origin to the present 
time, been in the highest degree satisfac- 
tory. Not a case of illness required tbe 
attention cf a physician in the last year 
and but a single case in the last two years. 
Ol ly four pupils have been removed from 
the Institution by death during the twen- 
fv-six years of its existence, and it is be- 
lieved that the rate of mortality has been 
lower in this School than in any oilier 
Institution in the United States. 

Tbe Institution is now in a more pros- 
perous condition than at any former pe- 
riod of its history. In the language of the 
Tiustees: 

wiih an a’ole, experienced, 
and faithful Superintendent, earnestly de- 
voted to its interests, with a .Matron of 
rare qualifications for the office, with ac- 
complished and skillful teachers, intelli- 
gent, studious, and exemplary pupils, an 
attentive and salubrious location, and a 
commodious building, it only needs a sut- 
ficient enlargement of its pecuniary re- 
sources to render it in all respects equal 
to the oldest and best schools for the 
blind in this or any other land.’’ 

Since this report was presented by the 
Trustees, and in exact accordance w ith 
their recommendation, the Legislature, 
without opposition, made a li'oeral appro- 
piiation of twenty thousand dollars to

1 he Trustees make the following grati- 
lying statement in regard to the investiga- 
tion ot the management of the Institution 
by the Legislature of Kentucky, in the 
year 1867: 

The Institution early in the year 1367, 
as it completed tbe first quarter of a cen- 
tury of its existence, underwent a long 
an«l thorough review in a manner in the 
verj- highest degree satisfactory and 
pleasing to its friends and founders. In 
the year I860, four blind men were ex- 
pelled from the school by the Trustees, as 
was stated to the General Assembly in 
the report of that year. Although they 
were unanimously expelled with the cor- 
dial approval of all the pupils in the 
school, and after a most protracted and 
patient e.xamination, they complained to 
the Legislature of their expulsion, and of 
the management of the Institution. The 
Trustees aud Superintendent, confident 
tbat no wrong had been committed, urged 
the Legislature to investigate the charges 
of the e.xpelled pupils, and the entire 
management of the institution. A joint 
legislative committee was. accordingly ap- 
pointed, and near the close of the last 
se«sion of the General Assembly ten full 
days were devoted to the e.xamination 
of witnesses. The investigation was pub- 
lic, and the opposers of the school were 
invited to be present, and they took part 
in the examination and cross-e.vamina- 
tion of witnesses throughout the investi- 
gation. Duly twelve persons, including 
the expelled pupils aud their relatives 
and friends, could be induced to appear 
before the committee in opposition lo the 
school; and the weight of the combined 
testimony of these twelve witnesses was 
decidedly in favor of the institution and 
its management Several other persons 
of the highest respectability, who were 
well acquainted with the school from its 
origin, were summoned by the opposition, 
but their entire testimony was in the high- 
est degree favorable to the school and the 
Superintendent The testimony in de- 
fense of the school was overwhelming, 
(iraduates of the institution from distant 
parts of Kentucky, and from several oth- 
er States, as well as parents of pupils,

I CuicAco, April 9. 

The Sea Bird belonging to the Two Riv- 
ers, Manitowoc, and Chicago line of 
Bte&mers bad made four trips this season, 
and wa.s on her fifth when she met with a 
tbe terrible disaster reported this morn- 
ing. Mhen off Waukegan about half-past 
six this morning a fire was seen issuing 
from a lot of miscellaneous freight stowed 
around the after guards under the ladies' 
cabin. In ten minutes the stern of the 
boat was wrapped in flames. 

h rom a statement of one of the res- 
cued it appears that all on board became 
demoralized, even the officers, and no ef- 
fort was made to lower the small boats. 

The only survivors as far as known are 
C. A. Chamberlin and Edward llanneber- 
ry, passengers from Sheboygan. The 
latter makes the following statement: 

There were in all about 100 persons on 
board, including 8 or 10 ladies and 7 or 8 
children. About .'i o clock this morning 
I saw smoke arising from the main deck 
lelow the ladies' cabin. There was a lot 
of tubs and sC'me straw lying near and 
tbe fire got among them right away. 

I cried fire, and tbe crew and passen- 
gers rushed from their rooms. There 
was great confusion, and the fire spread 
so rapidli as to convince me that she had 
been burning a long lime. Within five 
minutes the after part of the boat was in 
flames. I do not think that all tbe ladies 
had lime to get out of their state-rooms, 
and some ot them and the children must 
have been burned. An eff'ort was made 
by a portion of the crew to reach thesmall 
boats, but it failed. Mr. Cbaniberlaia 
states that at about half-past six I was 
looking over Ihe side of tbe steamer. 
Saw the porter come out of the ladies' 
cabin with a scuttle of coals and ashes, 
and going to the bulwarks, near where a 
quantity of miscellaneous freight was I 
stored, he threw the contents overboard. 

In about a quarter of an hour he heard 
the alarm of fire, and saw flames issuing 
from this pile of freight. It seemed not 
more than ten minutes before the whole 
afterpart of the steamer was in flames. 
In his opinion, when the porter threw 
coals overboard the wind drove some of 
them back into Ihe freight. He heard no 
expLsion, and thinks that if the fire had 
cau^t frem the boiler explosion it would 
have been discovered sooner. 

Captain Yates, of the schooner Corde- 
lia, states that when off Waukegan he saw 
the burning steamer, was distant from 
her four or five miles; bore down on her 
and succeeded in rescuing two passengers, 
oae of whom was in the water and the 
other on the steamer; thinks it was not 
possible that any others were saved. It 
was learned from one of the survivors that 
after the steamer look firme the helm was 
lashed hard aporf, cansing her to whirl 
round and round as long as the engines 
worked. 

I he Cordelia did not leave the wreck 
until it burned to the water s edge.
